3. For the purposes of this notification, expressions 
used in the singular shall, wherever necessary, include 
also the plural and vice versa; and references to incum- 
bents of any post mentioned above shall be construed 
also as reference to officials for the time being entrusted 
with the current duties of such post.

No. CIPRO)/ 65 — The following drafts of certain 
amendments to the Cost and Works Accountants Regula- 
tions, 1959, which it is proposed to make in exercise of 
the powers conferred by Sub-sections (1) and (3) of 
Section 39 of the Cost and Works Accountants Act, 
1959 (Act No. 23 of 1959), is published for information 
of all persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is 
hereby given that the draft will be taken up for conside- 
ration on or after 31st January 1966. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received 
from any person with respect to the said draft before the 
date specified will be considered by the Council of the 
Institute of Cost and Works Accountants of India. 

In the said Regulations : 

I. The following Regulation 25 shall be deleted, 
namely : 

“25. Time limit for Examinations . — -A Registered 
Student will normally be required to complete the 
Intermediate and Final Examinations of the Insti- 
tute within a period of seven years from the date 
of registration, failing which his registration shall be 
liable to cancellation,” 


IJ. At the end of Regulation 87 and before Regula- 
tion 88 the following new Regulations 87A and 87B shall 
be inserted, namely ; 

‘’87A. Professional Development Committee — Tire 
Professional Development Committee shall perform 
the following functions, namely — 

( 1 ) Maintaining contacts with the various De- 
partments of the Central and State Governments 
and othor public and private bodies with a view to 
enlisting their support in the furthereilce of the 
interest of the members of the Institute; 

(2) Making representations to tho Central and 
Sate Governments in connection with matters of 
professional and business interest with a view to 
raising the standard and status of the profession; 

(31 Arranging for inter-course among members 
of the Institute by regular meetings, conferences, 
seminars, talks and lectures for the acquisition and 
dissemination of useful information in connection 
with the profession of accountancy; 

(4) Propagating amongst the members of the 
Institute the, advisability and the necessity of ob- 
serving the rules of professional etiquette and the 
provisions of the Act and the Regulations; 

(5) Publication, issue and circulation of books, 
pamphlets and other literature on matters of profes- 
sional interest except Journal and research publica- 
tions; 
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(6) Offering suggestions to the Council for 
amendment of various Acts, both Central and State, 
for betterment of the profession; 

(7) Doing such things as may be considered 
necessary for general upliftment ol the status of the 
Institute and the profession of cost accountancy and 
all other things which are incidental or conducive 
to the attainment of the above objectives.” 

“87B. Research and Publications Committee, — The 
Research and Publications Committee shall perform 
the following functions, namely — - 

(1) Carrying out research work on costing and 
allied subjects and giving guidance in and encourage- 
ment of research by members in various topics of 
interest to the profession; 

(2) Publication of research pamphlets and other 
literature on behalf of the Institute subject to ap- 
proval of the Council; 

(3) Making recommendations to the Council on 
any or all matters relating to research and publica- 
tions; 

(4) Engagement of Research Personnel and in 
case of remunerated posts, subject to the sanction 
of the Council; 

(5) Incurring expenses within the limits previous- 
ly sanctioned by the Council for the performance 
of the above functions; 

(6) Carrying out such other functions as may be 
entrusted from time to time by the Council.”

— In exercise of the powers confer- 
red by Section 32 of the Oil & Natural Gas Commission 
Act, 1959 (43 of 1959), the Commission hereby makes, 
with the previous approval of the Central Government, 
the following regulations : — - 

1. These regulations may be called the Oil and Natural 
Gas Commission (Medical Examination of Employees) 
Regulations, 1965 and shall be deemed to have come 
into force with effect from 17-4-1963. 

2. MEDICAL EXAMINATION FOR APPOINTMENT: 

Every candidate shall be required to undergo a medical 
examination of the appropriate standard by a Medical 
Authority, mentioned in Regulation 3(b), at the time of 
his first appointment to a post under the Commission, 
including appointment on contract or part-time basis, and 
shall be required to produce a Certificate of fitness from 
that Authority. Once a candidate is asked by an autho- 
riy to produce a medical certificate of fitness either for 
entry into the Commission’s service or for any other 
urpose and has actually been examined and declared un- 
t, it is not open to such authority to use its discretion 
to ignore the certificate that has been produced. The 
cases where it becomes absolutely necessary to retain the 
services of such an employee on a temporary basis due 
to certain administrative reasons should be referred to the 
Directorate of Administration and Secretariat, for obtain- 
ing approval of the Commission. 

(i) Provided that the Commission may by order 
exempt either permanently or temporarily any candidate 
or a class of candidates from the production of such 
certificate of fitness. If temporary exemption is granted 
under this regulation, the medical examination shall be 
required to be completed within a period of three months 
from the date of actual joining of the post. 


(ii) Provided further that the following classes of em- 
ployees shall not be required to produce such a Medical 
Certificate of fitness for appointment to a post under the 
Commission. 

(a) An employee of the Commission, who has been 
medically examined by the appropriate Medical 
standurd at the time of initial appointment is 
appointed to another post in the Commission, 
requiring medical examination of an equivalent 
standard; 

(b) An employee of the Commission holding a post 
the maximum of the scale of pay of which is 
Rs. 1,250, or less, who has been examined by 
the Appropriate medical standard at the time 
of initial appointment, and who is promoted to 
another post against a promotion quota of 
vacancies. 

(c) A retrenched employee of the Commission or 
of the Central/ State Government, who is ap- 
pointed to a post in the Commission within 
one year of the date of retrenchment, provided 
he had undergone medical examination of the 
standard applicable to the post, in which he is 
re-employed, prior to his retrenchment. 

(d) A permanent/quasi-permanent Gazetted Officer 
of the Central/State Government, who is ap- 
pointed to a post in the Commission without a 
break in service. 

(e) A permanent or quasi-permanent Class III/ 
Class IV employee of the Central or State 
Government, who is appointed in the Commis- 
sion to a post, the maximum of the scale of 
pay of which is less than Rs. 1,250, without a 
break in service. 

(f) A permanent or quasi-permanent employee of 
the Central/ State Government, who has been 
appoined on foreign service terms in the Com- 
mission and who is subsequently promoted to 
a higher post in the Commission against a pro- 
motion quota of vacancies, or is appointed to a 
higher post in the Commission as a result of 
direct recruitment. 

(g) An employee of the Commission who has been 
appointed specifically for a period not exceeding 
three months, unless it is decided later to extend 
the appointment beyond three months. 

3. DEFINITIONS : 

For the purposes of these regulations, unless the con- 
text otherwise requires — 

(a) “Prescribed medical qualifications" means the 
medical qualifications included in one of the 
first, second or part II of the third Schedule of 
the Indian Medical Council Act, 1956, 

(b) (i) "The Medical Authority” means a Civil 
Surgeon in respect of posts the maximum of 
the scale of pay of which is Rs. 1,250 or 
more. 

(ii) Any Registered Medical Practitioner posses- 
sing the prescribed medical qualifications with a 
minimum of 10 years’ standing in the profes- 
sion. in respect of the posts the maximum of 
the scale of pay of which is less than Rs. 1,250 

EXPLANATION : 

In the case of a woman candidate, a lady doctor pos- 
sessing the prescribed medical qualification with a mini- 
mum of 10 years standing in the profession. 

EXPLANATION : 

If Commission’s own doctor is available he shall be 
deemed to be the medical authority under this sub-regu- 
lation. 

(c) “Medical fee" means the fees prescribed in the 
attached schedule, payable to the “Medical 
Authority” for conducting the medical examina- 
tion but does not include any expenditure incur- 
red on the cardiographic examination of the 
chest, other X-ray examination. Medical Specia- 
lists fees, hospitalisation charges, laboratoiy fees 
etc. where such examination or hospitalisation 
is considered necessary by the Medical Autho- 
rity.

4. PROCEDURE FOR MEDICAL EXAMINATION AT 

THE TIME OF APPOINTMENT : 

(i) At the time of issue of the appointment letter the 
Appointing Auhority shall specify the name of the Medi- 
cal Auhority for tne information of the candidate and 
shall also simultaneously inform that Authority about the 
selection of the candidate, requesting him to arrange for 
his medical examination, for determination of his physical 
fitness. 

(ii) The Medical Certificate of fitness shall be sent by 
the Medical Officer direct to the Appointing Authority 
concerned in the form given at Anncxure I and 11 accord- 
ing as the selection is for a post the maximum of the 
scale of pay of which is Rs. 1,250 or more, or other- 
wise. 

(iii) If the Medical Certificate, even if it declares the 
candidate fit for service, discloses that the candidate had 
at an earlier stage suffered from a disease the recurrence 
of which in future may incapacitate the candidate for 
long durations, the appointing authority may, at its dis- 
cretion, obtain a second Medical opinion from a Specia- 
list in the concerned disease before offering the appoint- 
ment and in such a case, the second medical opinion 
shall be deemed to supersede the recommendation made 
by the Medical Authority. 

EXPLANATION : 

The cost of medical fee in respect of the second medi- 
cal opinion shall be borne by the Commission. 

(iv) The medical fee tor the medical examination 
under this regulation shall be borne by the Commission. 
In case the Medical fee is paid by the candidate initially 
the same shall be reimbursable to him. 

(v) No travelling allowance shall, however, be admis- 
sible for undertaking a joumev to obtain the Medical 
Certificate under this regulation from the Medical Autho- 
rity. 

(vi) Ex T.B. patients who were not employed under 
the Central Government or Commission before they con- 
tracted the disease shall be regarded as fit for entry into 
Commission’s service, if after treatment they are certified 
by a recognised Tuberculosis specialist as non-infective 
and fit for duty and arc certified to be otherwise physi- 
cally fit by an appropriate medical authority for the post 
for which they are the candidates. 

Where a medical board is set up to examine an Ex T.B. 
atient for physical fitness, the board shall invariably 
ave a recognised T.B. specialist as a member, 

EXPLANATION : 

A recognised T.B. specialist is a person belonging to 
any of the undermentioned categories : — 

(a) A medical practitioner who has been engaged in 
T.B. work for a period of at least 8 years where 
the practice was mainly confined to speciality. 

(b) One who has been incharge of modern T.B. 
institution either in hospital, a sanatorium or a 
clinic with facilities for X-ray and laboratory 
examination for a period of five years or one 
who has worked in such institution as a senior 
assistant for a period of five years. 

(c) Professors and teachers of medicines recognised 
by the Universities who have had special train- 
ing in T.B. or who have had a large practice in 
T.B. work for a period of at least five years. 

5. STANDARD OF PHYSICAL FITNESS : 

(i) The standards of physical fitness for posts the maxi- 
mum of the scale of pay of which is Rs. 1,250 or moie, 
shall be as laid down in Annexurc III. 

(ii) No specific standards of physical fitness other than 
for visual acuity have been prescribed for examining can- 
didates for other posts, and the appropriate Medical 
Authority shall exercise his discretion to determine 
whether the candidate is fit to discharge the duties re- 
quired of him continuously and efficiently. 

Provided that (1) Stammering shall not be considered 
a physical defect requiring disqualification of a candi- 
date for a clerical post and (2) Deaf muteness or deaf- 
ness by itself shall not be considered a physical defect 
requiring disquabfication of a candidate for appointment 
to a Class III or Class IV post of the artisan class or to 
a post involving manual or skilled labour. Cases of 
handicapped persons referred to the medical authority 
for examination shall be viewed with utmost sympathy. 


Provided further that the Commission may prescribe 
such standard of physical fitness in respect of Technical 
posts, as it may consider necessary from time to time. 

(iii) The standards for visual acuity for appointment 
to posts referred to in sub-regulation (ii) shall be as indi- 
cated in Annexure IV. 

6. MEDICAL EXAMINATION FOR SUSPECTED 

DISEASES/ DISABILITIES : 

(i) Where the appointing authority has reason to be- 
lieve that an employee is suffering from a contagious 
disease or physical and/or mental disability which, in 
his opinion, interferes with the efficient discharge of his 
duties, or having attained/ crossed the normal age of re- 
tirement is no longer able to maintain the required effi- 
ciency/ability that Authority may direct the employee 
to undergo a medical examination. 

(ii) On the basis of the recommendations given by the 
Medical Authority, the appointing authority may require 
the employee either to proceed on leave or if he is already 
on leave, to continue to remain on leave or to retire from 
service. The leave granted under this regulation shall be 
of such nature and for such period as would be admissible 
to the employee under the rules if he had applied for 
the leave on medical certificate, provided that the period 
of leave shall not extend beyond the date of expiry of 
the period recommended by the medical authority. 

(iii) An employee declared by the examining medical 
authority to be permanently incapacitated for further 
service shall be retired from service, but before 
the employee is actually retired from service, the autho- 
rity which directed him to undergo the medical examina- 
tion shall inform him in writing of the action proposed 
to be taken in regard to him indicating briefly the 
grounds on which such action is proposed to be taken. 

(iv) The employee shall also be informed that : — 

(a) subject to the provisions of Supplementary 
Rule 233(1) (b) and (2) and any orders re- 
garding prant of leave to persons suffering 
from specified diseases like tuberculosis, his re- 
tirement will have effect on the expiry of a period 
of one month from the date of communication 
unless he desires to retire from an earlier date. 

(b) he may submit, if he so desires, within a period 
of one month, a request to be examined by 
Medical Review Board, supported by prima 
facie evidence that good grounds exist for do- 
ing so; and 

(c) if he prefers a request for examination by a 
Medical Review Board, he shall be liable to 
pay the fees prescribed under Regulation 3(c) 
above. 

(v) For the period from the date of communication 
up to the date of retirement, the employee shall 
be granted leave under the rules applicable to his post 
or sevice as if he had applied for leave on medical certi- 
ficate. 

(vi) On receipt of an application for review, the 
Appointing Authority shall take steps to constitute a 
Special Review Board. If the Review Board confirms 
the opinion of the examining medical authority, the re- 
tirement of the employee shall, subject to the provisions 
of Supplementary Rule 233(l)(b) and (2) be effective 
from the date on which the decision is communicated 
to the Commission’s employees. If on the other hand, 
the Special Review Board recommends grant of leave 
to the employee, action shall be taken as provided in sub- 
regulation (ii) above. 

(vii) Subject to the provisions of sub-regulation (iv) 
(c) above, the medical fee, as well as charges incurred 
on cardiographic examination, X-ray examination, Medi- 
cal Specialist's fee, hospitalisation charges, laboratory 
fees etc. where such examinations or hospitalisation are 
considered necessary by the Medical Authority, for medi- 
cal examination under' this regulation, shall be borne by 
the Commission. Where such fees is paid by the em- 
ployee initially, the same shall be reimbursable to him. 

(viii) Travelling allowance on tour rates shall also be 
admissible for such medical examination if an employee 
has to undertake a journey for the purpose. Daily Allow- 
ance will, however, not be admissible. 
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7. MEDICAL EXAMINATION FOR LEAVE : 

(i) Every application for leave or extension of leave 
on medical grounds shall be accompanied by a Medical 
Certificate in the form given at Annexute V from Medi- 
cal Authority, as defined in the explanation below : — 

Provided that where the leave applied for is less than 
one month, the sanctioning authority may, at its discre- 
tion, waive off the condition for production of Medical 
Certificate. 

EXPLANATION : 

For the purpose ol this para the Medical Authority for 
all persons shall be as defined in the explanation to Regu- 
lation 3(b) (ii) above. 

fii) The authority competent to sanction leave may 
at its discretion, secure a second medical opinion where- 
ver necessary. The cost on account of the Medical fee 
and other charges payable to the Medical Officer/ Medical 
Board constituting the second Medical opinion as well as 
T.A. shall be borne by the Commission in the same man- 
ner as specified under regulation 6(vii) and (viii). 

(iii) No employee who has been granted leave on 
Medical Certificate shall be allowed to return to duty 
unless he produces a Medical Certificate of fitness in the 
form at Annoxure VT. 

8. MEDICAL EXAMINATION OF EMPLOYEES 

SENT ON DEPUTATION TRAINING ABROAD : 

Every employee, who is sent for training abroad at the 
expense of the Commission, may at the discretion of the 
Commission be required to undergo a medical examination 
by the Medical Authority for ascertaining whether he is 
physically fit to undertake the journey as well as to with- 
stand the rigours of climate of the countries he may visit 
during the course of his training. 

9. APPEALS : 

(i) If an officer is aggrieved by the findings of the 
Medical Authority, he may, within a period of one month 
from the date on which the findings are communicated 


to him submit a request for being examined by a Medical 
Review Board/ Reviewing Medical Officer, as the case 
may be, and may produce necessary evidence in support 
of his request. 

(ii) Save as provided in regulation 6(vi), if the ap- 
pointing authority is satisfied on the evidence placed 
before it by the candidate/ employee, of the possibility of 
an error of judgement in the decision of the Medical 
Authority, it will be open to the appointing authority to 
allow the re-examination. 

(iii) If any Medical Certificate is produced by the 
candidate/ employee as a piece of evidence about the pos- 
sibility of an error of judgement in the decision of the 
Medical Authority, who had examined him in the first 
instance, the certificate will not be taken into considera- 
tion unless it contains a note by the Medical practitioner, 
who gives the certificate, to the effect that it has been 
given in full knowledge of the fact that the candidate 
has already been rejected as unfit for service by a Medical 
Board, or a Medical Officer as the case may be. 

(iv) If a candidate for a post, the maximum of the 
scale of pay of which is Rs. 1250 or more, is declared 
medically unfit on account of a defect in visual acuity, 
special Medical Board the composition of which should 
include two ophthalmologists. 

(v) If an appeal is preferred under this regulation by 
a persons, who is already in the employment of the Com- 
mission. he shall be retained in service till the findings 
of the Medical Review Board or the Reviewing Medical 
Officer, as the case may be, become available. Further 
action for the termination of the service of the employee 
or his retention in service, shall be taken on the basis of 
the recommendations of the Medical Review Board/ 
Reviewing Medical Officer, as the case may he. 

10. INTERPRETATION : 

Cases not covered by the above regulations shall be 
referred to the Directorate of Administration who shall 
decide each case on its merits. In all matters about the 
interpretation of these regulations the decision of the 
Directorate of Administration shall be final.

Instructions as to the physical examination of candidates 
for appointment to the posts, the maximum of the scale 
of pay of which is Rs. 1,250 or more. 

To be passed as fit for appointment a candidate must 
be in good mental and boddy health and free from any 
physical defect likely to interfere with the efficient per- 
formance of the duties of his appointment. 

2. In the matter of the correlation of age, height and 
chest of candidates of Indian (including Anglo-Indian) 
race, it is left to the Civil Surgeon to use whatever corre- 
lation figures are considered most suitable as a guide in 
the examination of the candidates. If there be any dis- 
proportion with regard to height, weight and chest girth, 
the candidate should be hospitalised for investigation and 
X-ray of the chest taken before the candidate is declared 
fit or not fit by the Board, 


3. The candidate’s height will be measured as follows : 
He will remove his shoes and be placed against the 
standard with his feet together and the weight thrown on 
the heels and not on the toes or other sides of the feet. 
He will stand erect without rigidity and with the heels, 
calves, buttocks and shoulders touching the standard; the 
chin will be depressed to bring the vertex of the head 
level under the horizontal bar, and the height will be 
recorded in inches and parts of inch to quarters. 

4. The candidate’s chest will be measured as follows : 
He will be made to stand erect with his feet together, 
and to raise his arms over his head. The tape will be 
so adjusted round the chest that its upper edge touches 
the interior angle of the shoulder blades behind and lies 
in the same horizontal plane when the tape is taken round 
the chest. The arms will then be lowered to hang loose- 
ly by the side, and care will be taken that the shoulders 
are not thrown upwards or backwards so as to displace 
the tape. The candidate will then be directed to take 
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a deep inspiration several times and the maximum ex- 
pansion of the chest will be carefully noted, and the 
minimum and maximum will then be recorded in inches, 
33-35, 34-361, etc. In recording the measurements, 
fractions of less than } inch should not be noted. 

5. The candidate will also be weighed and his weight 
recorded in pounds; fractions of a pound should not be 
noted. 


6. The candidate’s eye-sight will be tested in accord- 
ance with the following rules. The result of each test 

will be recorded ; 

There shall be no limit for minimum naked eye vision. 
The naked eye vision of the candidates shall, however, 
be recorded by the Civil Surgeon or other medical autho- 
rity in every case, as it v. ill furnish the basic informa- 
tion in regard to the condition of the eye.

— When the age of the candidate at the time of first appoint- 
ment is 35 years or more the corrected visual acuity will 
be reduced by one step, i.e. 


Note 1. — In respect of technical officers, the total 
amount of Myopia (including the cylinder; shall not 
exceed — 4.00D. Total amount of Hypcrmetropia (in- 
cluding the cylinder) shall not exceed 4-4. OOD. 

Note 2. — In respect of Non-technical officers, the 
total amount of Myopia shall not exceed — 8.00D and 
total Hypermetropia shall not exceed -|-6.00D in the 
case of candidates above the age of 20 years and 
— 6.00D and -1-6.00D in the case of those up to the age 
of 20 years. 

Note 3. — Fundus Examination : Wherever possible 
fundus examination should be carried out and results re- 
corded. The necessity for carrying out such examina- 
tion is left to the discretion of the Civil Surgeon. 

Note 4, — Field Vision : The Field of vision shall be 
tested in respect of all services by the confrontation 
method. Where such test gives unsatisfactory or doubt- 
ful results the field of vision should be determined on 
the primeter. 

Note 5. — Night Blindness : Night Blindness need not 
be tested as a routine, but only in special cases. No 
standard test for testing of night blindness or dark 
adaptation is prescribed. The Civil Surgeon should be 
given the discretion to improvise such rough tests, e.g., 
recording of visual acuity with illumination or by mak- 
ing the candidate recognize various objects in a darken- 
ed room after he/ she has been there for 20 to 30 minutes. 
Candidates’ own statements should not always be relied 
upon, but they should be given due consideration. 

Note 6.— Ocular condition other than visual acuity : 

(a) Any organic disease or a progressive refractive 
error which is likely to result in lowering the 
visual acuity should be considered as a disquali- 
fication. 

(b) Trachoma : Trachoma unless complicated 
shall not ordinarily be a cause for disqualifica- 
tion. 

(c) For regular appointments one-eyed persons ate 
to be regarded as unfit. However, one-eyed 
individuals should not be altogether excluded 
from employment in posts, the maximum of the 
scale of which is Rs. 1,250 or more on a con- 
tract basis, provided the visual acuity in the 
functioning eye is 6/6 for distant vision and 
0.6 for near vision and the refractive error is 
not moro than 4- or — 4.00D. 

Note 7. — Blood Pressure : The Civil Surgeon will use 
his discretion regarding Blood Pressure. A rough method 
of calculating normal maximum systolic pressure is as 
follows : — 

(i) With young subjects 15—25 years of age the 
average is about 100 plus the age, 

(il) With subjects over 25 years of age the general 
rule of 110 plus half the age seems quite satis- 
factory.

N.B . — As a general rule any systolic pressure over 
140 and diastolic over 90 should be regarded as suspici- 
ous and the candidate should be hospitalised by the Civil 
Suigeon before giving his final opinion regarding the 
candidate’s fitness or otherwise. The hospitalization re- 
port should indicate whether the rise in blood pressure 
is of a transient nature due to excitement etc, or whether 
it is due to any organic disease. In all such case X-ray 
and electrocardiographic examinations of heart and 
blood, uroa clearance test should also be done as a 
routine, The final decision as to the fitness or other- 
wise of a candidate will, however, rest with the Civil 
Surgeon only. 

8. The urine (passed in the presence of the examiner) 
should be examined and the result recorded. Where a 
Civil Surgeon finds sugar present in a candidate’s urine 
by the usual chemical tests, he will proceed with the 
examination with all its other aspects and will also spe- 
cially note any signs or symptoms suggestive of diabetes. 
If, except for the glycosuria, the Civil Surgeon finds the 
candidate conforms to the standard of medical fitness re- 
quired he may pass the candidate “fit subject to the 
glycosuria being non-diabetic” and he will refer the case 
io a specified specialist in Medicine who has hospital and 
laboratory facilities at his disposal. The Medical Spe- 
cialist will carry out whatever examinations, clinical and 
laboratory, he considers necessary including a standard 
blood sugar tolerence test, and will submit his opinion 
to the Civil Surgeon, upon which he will base his final 
opinion “fit or unfit”. The candidate will not be requir- 
ed to appear in person before him on the second occa- 
sion. To exclude the effects of medication it may neces- 
sary' to retain a candidate for several days in hospital, 
under strict supervision. 

9. The following additional points should be observ- 
ed : — 

(a) that the candidate’s hearing in each ear is good 
and that there is no sign of disease of the ear. 
In case it is defective the candidate should be 
got examined by the car specialist. Provided 
that if the defect in hearing is remediable by 
operation or by use of a hearing aid. a candi- 
date cannot be declared unfit on that account 
provided he/she has no progressive disease in 
the car; 

(b) that his/her speech is without impediment; 

(c) that his/her teeth are in good order and that 
he/shc is provided with dentures where neces- 
sary for effective mastication (well filled teeth 
will be considered as sound); 

(d) that the chest is well formed and his chest ex- 
pansion sufficient; and that his heart and lungs 
are sound; 

(e) that there is no evidence of any abdominal 
disease; 

(f) that he/she is not ruptured;

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(g) that he/ she does not suffer from hydrocele, a 
severe degree of variocooele, varioose vein or 
piles; 

(h) that his/her limbs, hands and feet arc well 
formed and developed and that there is free 
and perfect motion in all joints; 

(i) that he/ she docs not suffer front any imetrate 
skin disease; 

(j) that there is no congenita] malformation or de- 
fect; 

(k) that he/ she docs not bear traces of acute or 
chronic disease pointing to an impaired consti- 
tution; 

(l) that he bears marks of efficient vaccination; 
and 

(m) that he is free from communicable disease- 

10. Screening of the chest should be done as a routine 
in all cases for detecting any abnormality of the heart 
and lungs, which may not be apparent by ordinary physi- 
cal examination. Where it is considered necessary a 
skiagram should be taken. 

When any defect is found it must be noted in the 
certificate and the medical examiner should state his 
opinion whether or not is likely to interfere with the 
efficient performance of the duties which will be requir- 
ed of the candidate. 

Medical Examiner's Report 

The following information is made Cor the guidance of 
the Medical Examiners : — ■ 

The standard of physical fitness to be adopted should 
make due allowance for the age and length of service, 
if any, of the candidate concerned.

No person will be deemed qualified for appointment, 
who shall not satisfy the Commission that he has no 
disease, constitutional affection, or bodily informity un- 
fitting him or likely to unfit him for that service. 

It should be understood that the question of fitness 
involves the future as well as the present and that one 
of the main objects of medical examination is to secure 
continuous effective service, and in the case of candidate 
for permanent appointment to prevent early pension or 
payments in case of premature death. It is at the same 
time to be noted that the question is one of the likeli- 
hood of continuous effective service, and the rejection of 
a candidate need not be advised on account of the pre- 
sence of a defect which in only a small proportion of 
cases, is found to interfere with continuous effective 
service. 

Ju the event of a candidate declared ‘unfit’ by a Civil 
Surgeon which is challenged by the candidate, the Com- 
mission may refer the matter to a Board of medical 
exuminers which should normally consist of three mem- 
bers, namely, (i) a physician, (ii) a surgeon, and (in') 
a opthalmologist and should be of comparable status. A 
lady doctor will be co-opted as a member of such Board 
whenever a woman candidate is to be examined. 

The report of the Board should be treated as Confiden- 
tial, 

In cases where a Civil Surgeon or a Board of Medical 
Examiners consider (s') that a minor disability disqualify- 
ing a candidate for service in the Commission can be 
cured by treatment (medical or surgical), a statement to 
that effect should be recorded. There is no objection to 
a candidate being informed to this effect by the appoint- 
ing authority and when a cure has been effected it will 
be open to the authority concerned to ask for another 
medical examination.
